t Brownsville, Pa , Sept 24 —There waa 
&n explosion Friday in the Empire mine 
|of Snowden, Gould & Co , by which 70 
men were entombed. AH were taken out 
alive but eight The explosion is said to

I have had an opportunity of seeing a 


great deal of tho Russian army of oentrnl 
Asia, and tho more I have scon of it tho 
less pleased have I been at the prospect of 
our Indian army having to encounter it. 
I have never feared the issue, because I 
am sure that at tho last we shall pull our- 
selves together, and with a mighty effort 
repel the R ties inns. Bnt the cost, the labor 
and the strain will probably be terrible, 
and tho nearer they approach to ua the 
nioro difficult, will become the task. 


I once held the Russians in supreme 


contempt, and, like many Englishmen, 
believed that we could make short work 
u? them or of any other foe. But the con- 
viction has since slowly and ateadily been 
impressed on my mind that the Russian 
army is for fighting purposes, in every re- 
spect .the «qual of ours, and ia some re- 
spects would have an iramonn advantage 
over us in the field. The men are all of 
one race, are stronger, more hardy and 
healthier than ours; there are no native 
followers; they require less transport and 
supplies and fewer luxuries, have an inex- 
baiibtible reserve, are nearer home, etc. 


I have visited Transcaapin on eight sep- 


aratdoocAsions, hove seen the Russian sol- 
dior OR and off parade ,,;md have traveled 
with him for week*together Jn trains and 
in steamers. It is indeed chiefly on board 
ship that I have, amused myself by study- 
ing him 
And I have arrived at the con- 


clusion that he is tho most docile, good 
tempered (till you scratch him), pig head- 
ct^crenturo on earth, as hard as nails and 
(jcl)erall^ oT sii^orb physique. He is stupid 
and^fg'horant perhaps,'•but he has appre- 
hension enough to shoot straight and to 
UTiilrrntaiHl when fhe is told to advance or 
not to quit a post alive, and he never dis- 
putes an order or,complains. And that, I 
taku it, rs sufficient for a fighting nine hi no. 
Ho has hai^no school board education and 
is therefore content with his lot and no 
lawyer.—National Review.

'At last Spain is told to "move on" 


in Cuba as well as in Porto Rico. The 
country trill read with pleasure of 
th* action of the President in send- 
1ns word to the evacuation commis- 
sioners that no more delay will be 
tolerated. The collection of customs 
In Cuba by the Spanish authorities 
has called out many a protest, and 
has seemed peculiar to the entire na- 
tion. Now the authorities have de- 
cided that Spain has had time enough 
to accept the withdrawal gracefully, 
and the warning 
is given. 
Even 


those supplies which were sent for the 
use of the natives have been held up 
by a high duty, because the Spanish 
authorities were allowed to stay on 
and collect it. It is not a pleasant 
duty to evict a trespasser, but it wai 
e, duty which had to be performed. 


QUALITY VS. 


- WSHams college Is one of the few 
of the well known 
1 arger institu- 


tions of learning to insist on the 
quality of the work done even at the 
expense of its numbers. 
The enter- 


ing clasa of about 100 shows the re- 
sult of raising the standard of the 
entrance requirements, which is but 
the first of the advances made. The 
entering class IB not the "largest in 
th« history of the college," and the 
authorities are proud of it. 
This 


position, however, is still an experl- 
frient, and the result, as far fts the 
college 
Is concerned, is yet to be 


learned. Of the matter the 
Wor- 


cester Gazette, whose ideas on edu- 
cation are making the paper notable, 
•ays: 


Williams 
recently 
announced that 


the small college had a mission and 
could do Its work better with a lim- 
ited membership than If an attempt 
wa» made to expand to 
unwleldly 


proportions. Quality and not quan- 
tity was announced as the standard 
at the Berkshire institution, and con- 
sequently the conditions for admission 
were made more difficult, and some 
of the incentives in scholarship were 
withdrawn. 
College trustees 
and 


teachers generally will watch the Wil- 
liams experiment with interest. The 
question at once arises whether an 
exclusive college* can continue healthy 
without growth in numbers. It will, 
of course, be possible to sift out ap- 
plicants by one test or another, but 
the authorities will still demonstrate 
thflr belief that such exclusion will 
make admission more attractive. The 
original Idea of men who founded 
such institutions was to encourage 
higher education, but there no longer 
aeemv to be need to tempt young men 
to £0 tO COllPRP 


Brown university goes to tho oppo- 


site extreme from exclusiveness, and 
under President Andrews encouraged 
men to arccpt Us curriculum, ac- 
cepting them on their purpose to get 
an education without laying ao much 
•tress as other institutions have on 
the 
standard 
of admission. 
The 


Williams college idea is certainly op- 
posed to the "manifest destiny" theory 
of expansion about which so much is 
•aid In thefftt days. The theory that 
in a limited college the purposes of a 
general academic education can be 
Accomplished better than in an in- 
definitely Urgo college, Is certainly 
plausible ana worth a trial. On the 
result of the Williams experiment It 
Is possible that there may bo a re-

X>r. Hutdckoper bai become an 


Issue. Dr. Huldokoper la lurseon gen- 
eral of th* ttrat military divU.ou In 
Porto Rico. He Is ttUo a borae doctor 
which la the distinction that enables 
him Just now to assume the dignity ol 
being an Issue, which anyone will ad- 
mit in more Inspiring than to be a 
horse doctor. 
And Just as he wta a 


euccesa as a horso doctor, so Dr. Hul 
dekoper Is as aa Issue. 


The antl-Alger papers ot the country 


are greatly excited at the state 01 
things which allow* a horse doctor to 
be made the surgeon In charge of a 
division of soldiers. And so they pub 
llsh reproductions of his 
advertise- 


ments as a horse doctor, and ask wit! 
a great show of indignation whether 
our soldiers are mere animals. 


But with one accord they fail to give 


Dr. Huldekoper's full histoi y. Edu- 
cated as a physician, he pi act Iced 
such for a time. Finally, seeing more 
opportunities for original study and 
greater service aa a doctor of animals 
he took up that branch of work. Mos 
of his experience since then has been 
wlth four-footed patients. The faci 
that he ever had anything to do with 
the care of the human sufferer Is for- 
gotten. He Is a horse doctor. Out with 
Alger! 


It Is hardly relative to this dis- 


cussion to point out the fact, recog- 
nized among specialists, that most of 
the advances made In the science of 
bacteriology, cm which the modern 
care of most fevers is based, have 
been made by those connected with the 
art of the veterinarian, or that much 
of the

Beyond question this box, which will 


hold *105.000,UOO in any sort of coin with- 
out crowding and has held in excess of 
$50,000,000, 5s tho strongest, best protect- 
ed treasure chest in tho world. Yet its 
protection Is accomplished without a tract* 
of tho display nut. fuss accompanying tho 
protection of tlio Bank of England's treas- 
ure. Xho Bank cf England is furnished 
with a well organised, well officered guard 
of soldiers undue government direction. 
Bat tho strong I'o.- iu the clearing bouse 
Is directly guarded only by employees of 
the institution, togethor with such elec- 
trical doricee :is seem worthy of confidence 
to tho clearing house authorities, and tha 
most elnhnrato and perfect set of time looks 
that ingenuity can dovise and money pa/ 
for.41 Wo believe that OUT guard and the elec- 
trical devices to preTent the approach of 
unauthorized persons to the treasure cheat 
would present aay possible robbery, even 
if wo kept tho gold in a big pine box," 
said William Sheror, for many years the 
clearing house nmoager. to tho writer, 
"and, at tho saxae time, our box is so 
strong that it is very doubtful whether it 
would bo possible for burglars to got Into 
it in much Ices than 8« hours were it alto- 
gether unprotected by guards, either hu- 
man or electric. 


Gold It* Own Protector. 


"But, all these things aside," ho wont 


on, "gold Is in reality its own beet pro- 
tector. How much money In gold coin do 
you suppose two men oonld conceal about 
their persons Jand get'away with, suppos- 
ing they were to succeed in breaking In? 
They would certainly have much trouble 
in carry ing a* much as f 5,000 apiece if they 
stowed it away In their pookete, for $5,000 
weighs 20 pounds, and even divided into 
four or flv» pound batches would be likely 
to tear out the poekets. Even were the 
thieves to have eatchels they could not 
well carry away more than $10,000 each. 
"Should the ihievca ttuudcud In getting 


away with us much gold as that they 
would have difficulty in disposing of it.

1s the subway opened to public travel 
before It Is made public that permission 
for the building of the East Boston tun- 
nel beneath the waters of the inner har- 
bor has been received from the river and 
Oiarbor authorities at Washington by 
the Boston transit commission. Sound- 
Ings have been taken over as many aa 
eight different routes by the workmen 
under the direction of the commission, 
hut so far no route has been decided on. 
In fact, the soundings are not yet all In, 
and the transit commission's float, with 
five or six workmen on it, can be seen 
almost any fair day busy near the East 
Boston ferry lines. The results of their 
Investigations will be made known after 
they are all reported- The soundings 
are intended to show the kind of soil 
through which the tunnel would have to 
be built, for the commissioners wish to 
avoid all quicksand* which* Is the most

•olid foundation can be assured. The 
chief danger in the construction of the 
tunnel will be from a posible settling 
of the foundation. It Is expected that it 
will take about three years to build the 
tunnel, and it probably will not be 
ready for trafllc before 1902.

How The*e lumeMQrable Millions of the 


Smallest Living Orawaiima Divide and 
Multiply —Air a Necessity For Their 
Flashes of Silvery Fire. 


Nature dazzles the oye of man with I 


many wonderful phenomena, but perhaps 
never more so than whun she turns the , 
gloomy night waters of tho sea into a sheet 
of silvery fire. It is only lately that any 
very serious effort has been made to study j 
his phenomenon, but tho research has t 
been abundantly rewarded, for it is cow | 
pretty certain that tho luminosity is due 
to the presence in the water of various j 
kinds of bacteria. 
j 


Now, bacteria are the very smallest liv- | 


ing organisms of which we have cogni- 
zance. Millions of thorn can lie on a penny. 
Therefore to produce the gleaming ap- 
pearance recognized by us as phosphor- 
escence they must be present in numbers I 
too enormous oven to contemplate with ' 
our finite minds. It woxild be Immeasur- 
ably easier to reckon with tho stars for 
multitude than with those phosphorescent ' 
bacteria. They are colorless, rodlike bodies, \ 
only known to us In the land revealed by j 
the highest powers of the microscope, and 
careful comparison shows minor differ- 
ences among them. For instance, some of 
them are capable of independent motion— 
we can hardly call it swimming—others 
«ro nonmotilo, some aro inclosed in a jelly- 
like covering, and others aro without this 
sheath. Their power of motion is probably 
due to excessively fine hairs at their ex- 
tremities which, moving to and fro in the 
water, act the part of oars. These cilia 
have not been found in all forms of bac- 
teria which move, but their presence Is '. 
inferred, sinco every advance in the study J 
nf motile forms increases the number of i 
bacteria which are seen to possess them. 
j 


Those light producing bacteria are j 


known as photo bacteria, and BO fur some J 
half dozen varieties have boen distin- [ 
finished and named. 
Tlio names In such J 


cases are usually either given from the Io- t 
cality of their appearance (thus, photo I 
bacterium bultiuutd, found in the Baltic), j 
from their discoverer (for example, photo J 
bacterium Fisohert, after Professor Fisoh-I 
er), or from some striking attribute (to ( 
wit, pboto bacterium phosphorescens, the i 
commonest light giving species). 
f 


That they lie at the bottom of the mat-; 


ter—that phosphorescence is duo to their 
presence—has been and can be proved in 
several pretty ways. It is not sufficient, 
of courso, that we ahould always detect 
them in any examination of luminous eea 
water. To prove that they are the cause 
of light we must be able to procure lumi- 
nosity by introducing them into water that 
did not previously show this quality, and 
this can bu done thus: 


Place a few of these tiny organisms Into 


sea water or broth prepared from fish and 
keep at a suitable temperature. They can 
then be cultivated without much diffi- 
culty, and as they spread and develop phos- 
phorescence appears, so that a removal of 
tho vessel into another room shows unmis- 
takably the glow of the familiar light. It 
only appears, however, at the surface of 
the liquid, whore tho oxygen of tho air 
has free access to tho bacteria. If, for ex- 
periment's sake, tho supply of freah air be 
out off—that Is, if no oxygen be allowed 
to come near thorn—thon the lifitlo colony 
of bacteria loses its fascinating power ami 
remains dull and shorn of Its glory. But 
restore tho air, and tho microbes Again 
recover their normal condition and lumi- 
nosity seems a natural corollary. 


There is a tale told that n woman whose 


husband made bacteria his study took a 
leaf out of his book and cultivated those 
bacteria on gelatin in suoh a way that as 
they developed they shone out the massage 
"Hommage a M. Pasteur." The shining 
letters wero then photographed and tlio 
picture sent to the great bacteriologist, 
thus convoying In graceful form the warm 
appreolation in whioh ho was held by those 
following In his stops. 


Tho explanation, too, of tho luminous 


shoals of fteh is now made plain, and wo 
can apparently got "fiery herrings" nt 
will. No longer are wo to believe that the 
herrings themselves, by the exorcise of 
so mo marvelous power or by tho c,wo 
tion of an extraordinary substance, give 
rise to tho striking luminosity, but rnthcr 
that their brightness la duo to myriads of 
theeo Infinitesimal bodies, whioh cling to 
their surfaces and Invest them In a coat of 
shining light. Thus If some herrings new- 
ly caught nnd with the sea water still fresh 
on them bo placed cm one plat* and cov- 
erod down with another and thon put Into 
a suitable temperature and left for a day 
and a night glints of light can at the end 
of the time be detected at various points 
on their bodies when they are examined in 
a dark room. If they aro yet again put 
away for another 84 hours, tho points of 
light spread until tbewkoloof the flsh are 
en volopad in a beautiful bluish glow. The 
light Is then at it* beat and gradnally 
fades away as the nth putraflea and the 
sea water dries up. 


If »little of the light giving matter bo 


acrapod off the skins of tho herring* and 
examined under the microscope, it show* 
Itcelf to bo nothing but colonies or collec- 
tions of bacteria, all living at • great pace, 
dividing. imiUtnlTlnR and deTftlpvlftg rtt a. 


tremendous rcte. r-aen memcw or a coi* ' 
ony is normally rouudibh in shape, but in ' 
this stitge of reproduction it is continually f 
elongating into u luiig ellipse, a constrlo- 1 
tion appears at the middle, and it divides / 
Into two. Each of tlu-m two in their turn \ 
elongate, become constriuted and divide. / 
And so it goes on, the process being of ten A 
so rapid that short chains are formed, tho / 
vaiious portions being unable to break i 
away in time. Tho particular bacterium i 
which affects lion-ings and cod is remark- \ 
able for its great luminosity. In fact, it f 
exceeds all other species in this quality. 
/ 


It is a curious fact that tho addition of / 


a little sugar to the liquid or the gelatin 
on which these phosphorescent bacteria 
are being cultivated Increases very mueh^ > 
their power of producing light. The sugar • 
must, however, bo used with great moder- ) 
ation, as too much of it has a contrary V 
effect and chocks tho luminosity altogeth- / 
er. Tho reason for this is that nearly all 
this class of bacteria require carbon as / 
nourishment if they are to develop to their 
highest powers. Now, sugar is very large- / 
ly composed of onrbon; hence the good , 
results whioh follow its presence. 


It would of courso be presumptuous and 
> 


doubtless erroneous to sivy that all tho 
phosphorescence of tho sea is due solely to 
photo hniitcrin. It can only be asserted in ' 
tho present state of onr knowledge that 
( 
they are certainly responsible for a great ' 
share of it 
But this wonder of nature 


must now ba regarded as yet another in- ' 
stance of tho mighty results accomplished 
through the agency nf The smallest of liv- 
ing things.— G. Clarke Ismail in Nature.

MUSTERING OUT AT'HOME. 


Plan to Perform Gmminy.at Com- 


pany Armory.' -' " 


It ts probable (hat the Second regi- 


ment will bo muntored out at the re- 
spective armorlcB of the companies and 
that It will not have to go to South 
Framlngham for that purpose. Strong 
pressure'has been brought to bear at 
Washington for ' some time to avoid 
the assembling of the regiment 
at 


South Frumlngham. It la recognized 
that It would be dangerous for men In 
the physical condition of the volun- 
teers to camp during the last of 
October, especially as the mustering 
out Is likely to bo a long process. But 
outside of the conservation of the men, 
It is evident that a large Bum of money 
would be saved if the men are mus- 
tered out at their home headquarters. 
Transportation for as many men na 
the Second numbers and care for them 
would foot up to a sizable gum. Col. E 
P. Clark was In Boston Thursday and 
heie was told by Lieut. Oliver Kd- 
wards, llth United States Infantry, 
who ts assisting Lieut.-Col. Weaver, 
chief mustering officer of the state, 
that it was likely that the boys of the 
Second would be mustered out at their 
homes and Lieut. Ed wards said the 
same thing at Worcester yesterday. 
There has been considerable effort to 
have the regiment mustered out at 
Hampden park in Springfield, but since 
the plan of mustering out at the ic- 
BpectlvP 
1 armories waa found pospible, 


there has been much effort to bring 
this about. 


Lieut. Edwards will visit Spring- 


field In a few days to see the field and 
staff officers and captains of the Sec- 
ond regiment, to give any assistance 
and instructions that are necessary 
for the completion of the mustering 
out rolls, papers, aertlflcates of dis- 
charge, property returns, etc.,and all 
papers In general with regard to the 
mustering out. 
The officers of the 


Springfield companies are already at 
work on their papers or are to begin 
work soon. 
A certificate of discharge 


must be prepared by them for every 
officer and private. 
Muster 
rolls 


showing the complete military history 
of each officer and each man have also 
to be made. 


To Bring Back Bodies. 


The authorities of Adams, in com- 


pany with those of the other homes of 
companies in 
the Second regiment, 


have been asked to communicate with 
Mayor Dickinson of Springfield in re- 
gard to sending an expedition to Cuba 
to bring back the bodies of the sol- 
diers who are buried there. It is pro- 
posed to cover the expense of such 
action by popular subscription. It is 
estimated that the expense will be 
about $100 for each body. 


Reortamlzlug; die Regiment. 


The reorganization of the 2d regi- 


ment as militia of the state of Mas- 
sachusetts after tne men are mustered 
out of the service of the United States 
in October will be a complex, problem 
to solve. The officers. of -the regri-' 
ment were given leaves of 
absence 


from the state militia and the en- 
listed men were granted furloughs 
from the same service for the length 
of time they served as volunteers for 
the 
United States and for 30 days 


thereafter. Consequently for 30 days 
after the boys of the 2d regiment are 
mustered out from volunteer service 
next month, they will be free from 
military service. 


Fully 50 per cent of them will be out 


of service for good; for there was that 
number of men 
recruited for the 


regiment after it left the service of 
the state who have never become 
militia men. 


Just how many of the bpye will con- 


tinue in the regiment and with their 
old companies it is impossible to say. 
Many of the. boys completed their 
terms of service in,the militia in May 
last and so are entitled to honorable 
rlisr-hargea. Many will have to be re- 
lieved from service because of physi- 
cal incapacity and several: are- dead, 
It is a conservative estimate' from 
headquarters that one-half the mem- 
bers of the regiment before the war 
will remain in the militia.
